Washington—The 
senate 
finance 


committee will eliminate from the tax 
bill that provision inserted by the 
house which attempts to fix definitely 
the amount of income that a corpora- 
tion must distribute annually 
its surplus. 


The house bill provides that at lea: 


70 per cent of accumulated surpli 
must be distributed. Previously tl 
law had simply stated 
that 
ther 


would be a penalty applied in an 
case where the accumulation of sur 
plus was "unreasonable." This left 
to the bureau of internal revenue t 
decide and the right of appeal natui 
ally was given to the taxpayer. Cor 
siderable doubt has been expressed a 
to the constitutionality of this sectio 
of the law and it never has really bee 
tested. Few cases have ever been pr 
secuted. 


Under these circumstances corpora 
tions are willing- to go back to th 
present provisions of the law whic 
they regard as more or less 
ineffec 
tive. For, they say, who is to deter 
mine in a particular business what i 
a safe or unsafe accumulation of sur 
plus and what the hazards of the fu 
ture re likely to be. 


In the new proposal, real estate cor 


porations are particularly affected. Jo 
scph F. Mann of New York, repre 
senting- the Building- Managers' an 
Owners' Association of New York an 
representatives of several similar or 
ganizations of other cities have ap 
peared before ttie- senate comtnitte 
to explain the haru.-aipa that woulc 
be encountered if the house provision 
became law, Mr. Mann said in part: 


"When it is realized that building- 


companies must, in many instances 
use all of their available earnings to 
•ward the amortization of mortgage 
or toward providing sinking funds tc 
meet mortgages, and for recondition 
ing, replacement and 
other unusua 


but essential provisions, it is to b< 
seen that the inflexible provisions o: 
section 104 are 
singularly harsh 
in 


their application to corporations own 
ing and operating buildings. 


BOUND BY AGREEMENTS 


Many realty corporations are bound 


by their agreements with first mort- 
gage, bondholders to retain as big a 
surplus as possible and some are even 
restricted as to the paying of any 
common stock 
dividends while the 


mortgages remain unpaid. Just how It 
would be possible to force a distribu 
tion of dividends in violation of con- 
tractual agreements with bondholders 
Hias been one of the ] edplexing ques- 
tions advanced. It led to the informal 
decision to rewrite the house provision 
and perhaps go back to the present 
"section, two twenty" which has been 
the subject of so much discussion in 
recent years as to what constitutes a 
reasonable or. unreasonable surplus 
but which never has had the practical 
effect of forcing- any distribution ex- 
cept in a few instances of palpable 
evasion of taxes.

MAGNATE SUCCUMBS 


E. M. Statler Owned Hostel- 


ries in Six Large Cities of 
Nation 


New York, —OP)— Ellsworth Mil- 


ton Statler, who rose from bellboy to 
ownership of more hotels than any 
other man in the world, died Monday 
of pneumonia at the Hotel Pennsyl- 
vania, which he operated. 


Mr. Statler, who was 65, was presi- 


dent of the Hotels Statler, Inc., which 
operated hostelries bearing his name 
in Buffalo, St. Louis, Cleveland, De- 
troit, New York and, Boston. His first 
ventures were temporary structures 
at the pan-American exposition at 
Buffalo in 1901 and at the St. Louis 
exposition of 1904. 


He was born in Somerset-co. Pa., in 


1S63. As a boy of nine he went to 
work in the "glory hole" of a glass 
factory in "Wheeling, "W,\Va« ,.,T\Si.ere 
he earned 50 cents a day. 


He next obtained a job as bellboy 


at ?G a month at the McClure House 
in "Wheeling. 


Statler, after successive steps 
In 


the hotel business, obtained his first 
capital from operating billiard rooms. 


Success with two temporary expo- 


sition hotels caused him to embark 
n the permanent -hotel business. 


"STATJLBK SERVICE" 


"Statler service" was his business 


slogan and it meant 
among 
other 


:hings the then tmique plan of a 
sath with every room. 


He felt that he had made another 


great advance in tho hotel business 
•ecently when every room in every 
Staler hoel was equipped wih radio 
sets which through a central control 
station provided the choice of two 
programs. 


Mr. Statler was a former president

\ssociation of the United States and 
Canada. He was a thirty-third degree 
•lason and a Knight Templar, and

Eulogizes "Old Hickory" in 


Accepting Statue for Place 


Under Capitol Dome 


Washington — UP) — The rugged 


figure of Andrew Jackson was accept- 
ed Monday by President Coolidge, on 
behalf of the nation, to join the solemn 
circle of bronze and stone likenesses 
of the great which stands under 
the 


dome of the Capitol. 


In accepting 
the statute of "Old 


Hickory" from the State of Tennessee 
as a contribution to Statuary Hall, 
Mr. Coolidge paid ti-ibute to Jackson 
as one who exemplified the unlimited 
oportpunities offered to men, regard- 
less of seeming handicaps. 


History accords to Jackson "one of 


the high positions among the great 
names of our country," Mr. Coolidge 
said. 
"Ho gave to the nationalistic 


spirit through loyalty to the Union a 
new strength which was decisive for 
many years. His management of our 
foreign affairs was such as to secure 
a wholesome respect for our govern- 
ment and the rights of our citizens. He 
left the treasury without obligations 
and with a surplus. 


Coming up from 
the 
people, he 


demonstrated that there is sufficient 
substance in self government to solve 
the important public questions 
and 


rise superior to a perplexing crisis. 
lake a true pioneer, he broke through 
all restraints and impediments into 
which he was born and leaving behind 
the provincialisms and prejudices of 
his day, pushed out toward a larger 
freedom and a sounder government, 
carrying the country with him." 


The president 
sketches 
Jackson's 


boyhood, young manhood and the pe- 
riod of his service in Congress and as 
president^ speaking of his high 
and 


turbulent"*1 <"t"emper7 his disregard 
of 


obstacles and his notable military ex- 
ploits. 


J-Ie stressed the point that Jackson 


nevertheless 
insisted 
upon 
the 


"supremacy of the law." Jackson, he 
said, held the first duty of the citizen 
to be "obedience to the laws, 
even 


when we think them 
unjustly ap- 


plied." 
The seventh president,

added, "believed that at all time and 
in all places the duly constituted au- 
thority of law should be supreme."

my editorial friend's theory. These two or three 
girls who apparently had their heavy underwear on 
seemed quite well at the moment, though they look- 
ed unhappy. Then, too, there is something comical 
in the thought of germs and microbes furtively hid- 
ing behind snowbanks; the juxtaposition reminds 
one of salesladies graciously associating with sales- 
women.

the 
funniest thing about the 1U28 


spring song was the way the pathogenic bacteria, 
as we doctors call 'cm, were dragged into the pic- 
ture by main force and as a sober afterthought. If 
the poor sap ventures out in the tricky spring sun 
shine without his g-olashes, chest protector, mufflet 
ear muffs and belly pad on, and the cruel cold slee 
gets^him, oh, slush, why bother about any micro 
organisms? -Well, these germs and microbes wit! 
,jvhich my editorial friend besprinkled the situation 
are susceptible of various explanations. They hel 
to fill the yawning space, for one thing. They scrv 
as dust to blind customers to the absurdity of th 
song. And they tend to soften the impact of the 
slipper when Old Doc Brady discovers the discord 
ance. 


Quite seriously now I believe most of the laity 


and too many physicians fail to take a vital fac 
into consideration when thinking about the preven 
tion or treatment of infectious disease, and this 
fautly or erratic reasoning leads to much disap 
pointment, .unnecessary danger and useless waste o 
money. The vital fact so often left out of the puz 
zle is simply that it is a long, long -v\>ay from germ's 
to infection. It calls for special emphasis, because 
otherwise it will be dismissed and soon forgotten. 


Most intelligent persons now know that the pres 


ence of diphtheria germs in one's throat does no 
prove that one is ill of diphtheria. Everybody has 
heard of healthy disease germ "carriers." Evidently 
one may harbor disease germs on a mucous surface 
without suffering from infection—that is, the germs 
man not enter the tissues at all, to set up infec- 
tion. But very few laymen and too few physician 
bear this fact in mind when thinking of infection; 
far too much misdirected "sanitary precaution" and 
commercially inspired "personal 
hygiene" grows 


out of this common misunderstanding. 
The very 


idea of disease germs "lurking" and the ways and

AN ARTIST'S QUARREL WITH 


LIFE 


The most suuccessful description I 


have seen of the kind of feeling that 
underlies the artistic temperament is 
found, strangely enough, in a recent 
mystery 
story, 
"The 
Old, 
Dark 


House," by J. B. .Priestley. The aver- 
age run of us are in the 
habit of 


laughing at the artistic temperament; 
it is a common target of the para 
graphist and the cartoonist. "We sel- 
dom come within miles of sensing the 
bitterness on which it often rests. 
Priestley, himself an artist and prob- 
ably one who has found it impossible 
to become reconciled to a commercial 
age, gives a glimpse of it in one of 
his characters. Obviously he is speak' 
ing for himself, although the words 
are put in the mouth of one Philip, a 
young architect who is too artistic to 
feel at ease in an economic" world. 


Philip says: "There is a catch (in 


life), an enormous fly in 
the 
oint- 


ment. And to me, it's this. It seems 
to me that life demands so much cave 
to be lived at all decently that it's 
lardly worth 
living. 
I'm 
talking 


Sbout life as we see it, civilization as 
t's called, and not the life, say of a 
Fiji Islander or a Zulu. AVith us the 
ivholc thing has got to be so careful, 
so ordered, has- become so conscious 
asks for so much planning and safe- 
:uarding, that we never arrive at any- 
real enjoyment.or case, to say noth- 
np: of sheer rapture. 


"We're like people walking 
on a 


tightrope, and the only real pleasure 
ve get is when we say to ourselves, 
Well, that bit's safely passed' 


"It you decide to lean back and en- 


ioy things, then you simply come a 
cropper and everything's smashed for 
you; but if you're careful to avoid the 
cropper, it takes so much out of you 
hat you can't really enjoy life at 
ill And it's no use talking»about the 
joldon mean and compromise and so 
orth, becaxise if you try to work on 
that principle, you only get bits of 
cropper, bits of anxiety and careful- 
icss, bits of cropper again, a miscr- 
xblo alternation. 


"If you let things go at all, dis- 


xstcr comes: if you don't, if you look 
ftor them, then you're simply work- 
ng hard, at it all the time. The trou- 
>Ie is that we can't trust life, and in 
rdcr to keep going with it at all, we 


have to be forever watching it ant 
patching it up. Therefore the only 
sort of happiness we can get out of 
it is like the weird pleasure that some 
people get from making and altering 
and fiddling about with wireless sets. 
So long as we continually turn the 
discs and. change coils, we can con- 
gratulate ourselves on the fact that 
the set's working but that's all wo 
can do. We can't sit back and listen 
to the music. Then's the great snag." 


Now all of this is probably one him 


clrcd percent incomprehensible to the 
people 
who 
have no acquaintance 


with the artistic temperament, who 
look upon it as an affectation. They 
are committee"! to the gospel that the 
real pleasure of life consists in the 
battle 
for the business man in 


his business, for the professional man 
in his profession. They get a great 
deal of fun out of life because our civ- 
ilization is so constituted that they 
have an opportunity to exercise their 
real powers. They were born into 
the right kind of world at the right 
time — for them. 


In a very large number of cases 


this is not true of the artist. Some of 
them succeed in combining the artis- 
tic with the economic and 
are 
at 


peace, but many more find this im- 
possible. They were born 
into 
the 


wrong kind of world at the wrong 
time. They have to trim their sails 
to a kind of life that seems hateful 
and they are o£ course unsuccessful, 
from the very nature of the case. 


The young architect in the story by 


Priestley was like that. He was an 
architect, not a business man — pri- 
marily an artist. His day and civiliza- 
tion required of him to be economic- 
minded anfl of course he was uncom- 
fortable. Priestley himself is an artist 
and he probably has the same quar- 
rel with life that he makes his Phil- 
ip express. 


The artistic 
temperament 
somc- 


imes is an affectation. More often 
probably it is a cause for real suffer- 
ing that would seem incomprehensible 
to most people.

to del ermine the cause of hich blood 
ptcssurc, but without success. 


Cause or Result? 


There has been much discussion as 


to whether chronic inflamations of 
the kidneys caused the 
high 
blood 


pressure or resulted from it. Even to- 
day there arc many adherents on 
both sides of this question. 


However, there is a vast amount of 


evidence to indicate that high blood 
pressure 
is not 
always 
associated 


with chronic inflammations 
of 
the 


kidneys, and the great number of 
cases in which the blood pressure is 
high without any apparent 
inflam- 


mation of the kidneys is sufficient to 
cancel the kidney disease as the uni- 
versal eatise.

Many other conditions are likely 
to be associated with the increased 
blood pressure. Current views tend to

the body, the nature of-thc chemical 
reaction, or some other

CORRECTING DEFECTS 


The physician who discovers

presence of an increased Mood pres- 
sure is likely to make 
a 
complete 


physical examination of tho patient to 
determine any other defect 
which 


may exist in the body, and his first 
step will be to correct such defects. 


Attention is paid particularly to in- 


fections .of the teeth, of the 
tonsils, 


and of various organs in the body 
which may be the sources of chronic 
irritation or for the dissemination of 
infection to other portions 
of 
the 


body.

Dealers Are Always Looking 


for "Brighter Prospects" on 
the Market 


MOVE BUILDINGS FOR 


NEW RAILROAD TRACKS 


There are at least reasonable 
ex- 


f planations for the enthusiasm of Wall 


street in the face of depression else- 
where. 


In the first place, the country is 


fundamentally 
prosperous. 
Despite 


spotty conditions through the winter 
in several branches of industry and 
in certain sections of the country and 
despite the fact that freight loadings 
are slightly behind last year's and in 
the face of other retroactive statis- 
tical data of unfavorable significance, 
business on the whole has been good. 


More important still, beneath 
the 


surface there has now appeared a 
psychological undercurrent of business 
optimism that is not yet definite felt 
on the outside and has not yet been 
reflected in the newspaper. 
Wall-st 


has sensed it. 
l~.NEMPLOY.MEXT NOT SERIOUS 


NOW 


Unemployment, if more widespread 


than recent government figures indi- 
cated, is perhaps not so serious 
as 


others would have us believe, although 
it has been a definite condition in the 


. coal regions, in Detroit, to some 
ex- 


tent in New York and other sections. 
But this was all anticipated last fall, 
at least by Wall 
Street, so that it 


bears no relations to activities in that 
quarter now. 


The shut-down of the Ford plant last 


year caused a general let-down in the 
automotive field and was immediately 
felt in many avenues of industry—na- 
turally so, considering the things that 
go into the making 
of automobiles. 


Unemployment in Detroit was dupli- 
cated elsewhere. 


But Ford has resumed and there is 


undoubtedly a definite uplift through- 
out the whole of the automobile in- 
dustry. It has affected the accessory 
trades, the steel industry and innum- 
erable others. Furthermore, agricul- 
ture seems to be on the upgrade and 
over-capitalization and 
other 
post- 


Avar difficulties are being corrected by 
the process of time. The farmer 
is 


getting better prices. 


They say of the stock market that 


it is an index of futures—that 
good 


news is accompanied by a sluggish 
market and bad news is a signal for 
a bullish movement. 
The theory is 


that Wall Street discounts the 
news 


long before it happens and is already 
occupied with what will happen next. 
This may account for the present fur- 
ore at a time of depressive feelings 
elsewhere. 
Wall Street 
apparently 


anticipates better news ahead— im- 
provement in terms of general busi- 
ness volume. It perhaps senses other 
developments 
which 
the 
financial 


. world regards as indicative of profit- 


making opportunity. Talk of mergers 
and consolidation is usually a favor- 
able indication in Wall Street 
and 


has been 
since the creation of the 


United States Steel Corporation. 


AN ERA OF CONSOLIDATION 
Mergers represent size and strength, 


• -which appeal to the American psych- 


ology. 
Consolidation is a forecast of 


greater economy 
and 
efficiency in 


manufacture and sales, with increased 
profits for all concerned. The country 
has definitely entered into an era of 
consolidation and the fact is regis- 
tered by enthusiasm in the stock mar- 
ket. 


The recent merger report may have 


had something- to do with the spectac- 
ular rise in Radio Corporation, al- 
though an important factor is prob- 
ably that radio has caught the popu- 
lar imagination and there is a belief 
that it may be the next great indus- 
try, like the telephone and the automo- 
bile. 


The market has been a special one 


in that the securities Of two classes 
of companies have been most active 
—those whose business carry an im- 
aginative appeal to the- public 
and 


those which 
have been doing par- 


ticularly well, such as General Mo- 
tors. The tendency is discount 
fu- 


ture prospects has been operative. 


The technical 
position 
of 
Radio 


and General Motors also had consid- 
erable to do with the surprising up- 
ward movement they led. In each 
c-ase, the amount of floating stock 
was limited and the law of supply and 
demand operates 
effectively 
in the 


stock market. There has in fact been 
a. noticeable curtailment in the float- 
ing supply of most securities in recent 
years due perhaps to the fact that 
people are locking them up to avoid 
taking profits that will bo subject to 
the prevailing high income taxes. 


But what is to my mind perhaps 


the most important reason for the un- 
usual activity in Wall Street at this 
time is the fact that there is so much 
money available for investment—more 
than at any time in the country's 
history. 
Our total income now is 


computed to aggregate seventy billion 
dollars annually, and 
out of those 


earnings there 
is estimated to 
he 


about eleven billion dollars available 
for investment of various kinds—more 
than ?35,000,000 daily. Much of it is 
going into storks and bonds. 


Also, less money is needed to do 


l-.usiness than formerly, and business 
borrowings are relatively less. 
Prof- 


iting bj- their experience of 1921. com- 
panies 
are maintaining 
a stronger 


cash position. Then our credit facil- 
ities are more elastic. The not result 
is that there is more money available 
for investment than ever before, and 
people are hurrying to place it. 
GENERAL INCREASE IN PRICES 


Tbo natural demand for securities 


is greater, -while the floating supply 
is less, and prices are naturally ris- 
ing pretty much along the entire list. 
This is one of the fundamental rea- 
sons for the bullish tendency in Wall 
Street. 


All in all, there would seem to he 


many reasons, or at least participat- 
ing explanations, for the feverish ex- 
citement in Wall Street. 
Business 


conditions would seem to be improv- 
ing and there is reason for optimism. 
On the other hand, conservative opin- 
ion in financial circles would hesitate 
to say that the feverish activity on 
the stock market has nny special sig- 
nificance, or by any moans indicates a 
banner year. 
There is certainly no 


sirrn of boom yet. and certninlv no ex- 
pectancy of serious depression.

Hoover's life.

he fed the starving multitudes of Bel 
gium and occupied France, not witl 
loaves and fishes but with $1,400,000,00' 
that his semi-official commission raisei 
in America and other 
countries.

IT. S. food administrtater in 1917, 
he 


introduced "Meatless Tuesdays," am 
"Wheatless Wednesdays," to a nation 
of 120,000,000 people who had nevei 
been used to dictation—and made them 
like it. 


The war work of this man, now a 


presidential candidate, stands out as 
one of the greatest individual achieve 
ments in the history of the world.

The outbreak of the war 
in 
1914 


found Herbert Hoover in London, one 
of the highest paid mining engineers 
in the world and well on the way to 
ward the amassing 
of 
tremendous 


wealth. 
When the armies of Europe 


swung into action, that part of Hoov- 
er's life ended and a new epoch in hi: 
career began—an epoch that was to 
carry him to world-wide service and 
world-wide fame. 


In the early days of August, 1914, 


there were 150,000 Americans, home- 
ward bound, stranded in London. Gold 
disappeared from circulation; checks, 
drafts and letters of credit suddenly 
lost their value. The American consu- 
late was swamped with appeals for aid. 


Hoover plunged into this 
situation. 


With fellow Americans living in Lon 
don, 
he raised $250,000 cash for loans. 


The American embassy 
got 
$200,000 


more from 
Washington. Soon

But that job was only a prelude. 


Belgium, overrun by German armies, 
was in grave danger oC starvation. An 
American living in Brussels went 
to 


London and appealed to Hoover 
for 


aid. 
At the same time, the Belgian 


ambassador in London appealed to the 
American ambassador, who 
likewise 


suggested Hoover. Hoover accepted; he 
chucked his private business affairs 
and went to work for humanity. 


By October, 1914, he had a skeleton 


organiza.tion sot up and receiving con- 
tributions, well on the way 
toward 


the gigantic task of feeding 
S,000,000 


hungry people. Then he appealed to 
the allied governemnts, and 
enlisted 


their contributions. 


Before long the Belgian RelicE Com- 


mission was spending 
$17,000,000

month, $10,000,000 of which came from 
Franco and England and the rest from 
private contributors, mostly in the Uni- 
ted States.

summon Hoover to Washington to be- 
come food administrator of the United 
States. Food was needed for the allies 
and needed badly; the Argentine wheat 
crop of 1917 had failed and with it a 
loss of 200,000,000 potential bushels. 
Sinking of cargo ships by submarines 
complicated the problem. 


So there came that well-remembered 


period when posters, newspapers and 
magazines dinned the American ear on 
every hand that food 
must not 
be 


wasted; when it was drilled into chil- 
dren in the schools, hurled at theater 
audiences by four-minute 
speakers, 


preached from the pulpits by pastors. 
There were 
"Meatless Tuesdays," 


"Wheatless Wednesdays,"- and the 
like. And directing all this great work 
of organization was one man who sat 
at a desk in Washington and occasion- 
ally went out in the late afternoons to 
build dams with his two boys in the 
tiny streams of Rock Creek park.

For 
noro tha a year Hoover wielded more 
lower in Europe than any man on 
larth. 


Tho rest of that story is history. It 


s a story of six hundred million dollars 
spent for supplies, of ports being re- 
opened and railroads restored, of the 
resumption of industry in factories, of 
the return to agriculture and always 
the grim fight against diseases. Once 
typhus reared its ghastly head in East- 
ern Europe and claimed 600,000 cases, 
but an organized campaign succeeded 
•in reducing this to 10,000 cases in six 
months. 


There were difficulties to be met and 


obstacles to be overcome. 


Vienna was starving. The Italians 


had tried to send food but the trains 
had been blocked at the frontier. Red 
tape prevented. 
Up came a train of 


American doughboys. This train went 
ahead and on into Vienna—with one 
of the doughboys holding a 
pistol 


against a protesting official's 
head. 


Maybe that has something to do with 
the fact that today Hoover holds a gold 
medal presented by the University of 
Vienna and inscribed "In Recognition 
of Humanitarian Service." 


There was another day when a revo- 


lution flared in Montenegro. Some of 
Hoover's officers hopped into their mo- 
torcycles with sidecars and dashed off 
to meet the armed rebels who were ad- 
vancing on the town. Presently they 


came back, their sidecars loaded with 
weapons. 


"We traded hams for guns," they ex 


plained.

In 1920, Hoover returned to the Uni 


ted States on the crest of world-wid< 
fame and admiration. A popular de 
mand arose for his election to the pres 
idency but, not being a politician, h 
muffed it by being unable to decid

He finally announced him 
self as a Republican, but his indecision 
had killed his chances with both par 
ties.

HEAR SPECIALISTS 


ON RAISING CHICKS 


Cleanliness Is Most Important 


Feature in Keeping Flocks 
Healthy

Despite the unfavorable conditions 


of the roads, a large number of chick- 
en fanciers attended the poultry meet- 
ing: m the court hoase here Friday 
Afternoon. Robert Amundson, county 
agent, presided at the meeting and 
the speakers were A. A. Brown, poul- 
try specialist of the Wisconsin De- 
partment of Markets and Prof. G. An- 
nin, a poultry specialist of the College 
of Agriculture. 
Prof. Annin had for 


his subject the Selection and Rearing 
ef Chicks Under 
Sanitary Methods 


and Mr. Brown, Th© History of Chick 
Hatcheries in Wisconsin. 


-As only one-half of the chicks are 


raised, getting strong, healthy variety 
cf chicks, is1 of great importance, said 
Mr. Annin. Never 
wait till 
your 


chicks get sick as you may lose more 
time than the birds are worth in try- 
ing to cure them. In the chicken in- 
dustry, "An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure," he said. 


As reasons for the use of saniatry 


methods in rearing chicks. Prof. An- 
nin discussed round 
worms, 
tape 


worms, coccidiosis and Avian Tuber- 
culosis, with which chicks may 
be- 


come afflicted. He described each one 
of these pests, stated the symptoms 
of each in the chick, pointed out how 
the infection In each case is spread, 
and argued that control is effected by 
preventative sanitation. 


Prof. Annin urged poultry raisers 


to buy healthy chicks from an accred- 
ited hatchery in which the chicks are 
properly hatched and managed after- 
wards, to start and finish the chicks 
on a clean range, to use trough and 
hopper methods of feeding, to keep 
milk dishes and 
grounds clean, 
to 


break up harboring places of flies, to 
keep chicks away from old birds and 
to move the chicks at the proper time 
from the colony house direct to con- 
finement in a clean poultry house. 


The colony house recommended by 


Prof. Annin is the portable type 10 
feet by 12 feet, resting on skids with 
a capacity of 330 chicks. 


The colony house is provided with 


the usual hover heated with a coal 
Btove, screens or guards to prevent 
draughts, 
two large windows, two 


baffler windows and a single floor. 


Pullets should be six months old by 


October 1, and in that case they will 
Be ready for winter laying. The time 
of laying should not be advanced by 
over-feeding as a pullet that begins 
to lay before getting her growth will 
break down in a short time and go 
into moult while the full grown pullet 
IB not apt to do so.

This accreditation is 
the result of state inspection of hatch- 
cries and of flocks that supply the 
hatcheries with eggs. All birds in a 
flock that do not bhow the marks of 
the breed are culled by the inspec- 
tors before the flock is accredited.

finalities of the breed and the co-for- 
mation needed for egg production but

ICdi- for egg; pi eduction. The cocker- 
els must be wing-banded and must 
come from dams of 200 egg produc- 
tion. The eggs from a hen are placed 
in a basket when the eggs are hatched 
and the chicks are wing-banded so 
that breeding may be traced. 


In the R. O. F, or Registry of Pro- 


duction classification, the birds must 
possess all the qualities of the two 
grades mentioned above but females 
to be eligible must have a record of 
200 eggs made under official

vision, and the males must be de- 
scended from pure bred dams having 
a production record of 225 eggs.
